“barefoot” underground media

female reporters and editors who 
have sprung up from the margins of 
Indian society to report, for the past 
ven years, on conditions in the 
poor rural villages where they live, 
and to make a name for themselves 
as the country’s “barefoot” media 
In 1995 the Beijing Declaration 
and Platform for Action affirmed the 
import ance of nedia for women’s 
empowerment. In 1997, women 
from 75 villages in and around 
Pastapur decided they needed their 
dia in which to express 
s, facilitate dialogue across 
] communities, document and 
analyze local events and issues and 
onvey information and ideas to the 
wid

vinced that access to and control 
over media would help them and 
their communities. 


FACING FORWARD 

A decade ago, these women faced 
multiple jeopardies as poor, illiterate, 
rural women from Dalit communi- 
ties (former “outcastes”) making a 
meager living from farming ina 
semi-arid region. They had little 
access to the media even as viewers 
and listeners. Nearly 5,000 of them 
were, however, members of the 
sanghams, or village-level women’s 
collectives, associated with the 
Deccan Development Society, a 20- 
year-old grassroots organization 
based in Pastapur and Hyderabad 
that works with socially and eco- 
nomically disadvantaged rural com- 
munities 

Seven women completed a 10- 
month video training course created 
specially for them. They have since 
gone on to make over 100 films 
which draw, for subject matter, on 
their lives and concerns: food, work, 
social and cultural life 

Not only do they cover events and 
issues of particular interest and con- 
cern to their communities, which 
they say are rarely reflected in main- 
stream media, but they also use the 
familiar, local dialect that both they 


and their audience are comfortable 
with, rather than the formal version 
of Telugu (the language of the state) 
used by the mainstream media 

There is a big difference between 
the films you make and the films we 
make,” Narsamma told a group of 
visiting urban female journalists ear- 
lier this year 

That difference is demonstrated in 
a short film, The Sangham Shot, that 
tells the story of this group of 
women and their approach to film- 
making. They spurn what they call 
the “patel shot,” which views sub- 
jects from above, affording the view- 
point of feudal landlords, also 
known as patels, and the “slave 
shot,” which views subjects from 
below. Instead they choose the 
“sangham shot,” face-to-face with 
the subject. “In the sanghams we are 
all equals,” explains Chinna 
Narsamma. “So we call an eye-level 
shot a sangham shot.” 


CURSING COTTON 

One of their most significant 
films, Wity Are Warangal Farmers 
Angry with BT Cotton? exposed the 
unhappy experiences of farmers in 
Andhra Pradesh who had experi- 
mented with BT cotton—a geneti- 
cally modified variety promoted by 
an international conglomerate. 














Tracking the experiences of half a 
dozen farmers over the months 
between planting and harvesting, 
the women recorded their despair 
as the crop failed to live up to h 
promises. In a remarkable final 
sequence, angry farmers swore on 
film that they would never touch BT 
again. 

In 2001 they established an inde- 
pendent, rural, women’s media col- 
lective, the DDS Community Media 
Trust, to help produce and promote 
their work. 

The media collective, based in 
Pastapur, also has a radio facility in 
Machnoor village, which is run by 
three Dalit women. Although they 
have been making radio programs 
since 1999, they can only “narrow- 
cast” them by distributing audiocas- 
settes to eager village audiences. 

This is because actual community 
broadcasting has not yet been legal- 
ized in India. At present the govern 
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ment restricts it to educational j 
tutions and a couple of other cata 
gories into which these women's 
video and radio groups don‘ fit 
Ten years ago the Supreme ( 
of India affirmed that airwaves 
public property. But India’s rapid 
ly—and randomly—evolving mg 
policy has not yet made it possil 
for these rural reporters to bros 
the programs and films they hay 
been making for several years 
That may soon change. In 
December 2004 the Telecom 
Regulatory Authority of India, 
which oversees both broadcast 
and telecommunications, submil 
recommendations to the gove 
ment on the possible licensing ol 
community radio stations.

Koité has keenly focused his efforts 
to help alleviate the economic hard- 
ships that have impacted many of 
his countrymen. Using his influence 
to bring attention to the plight of 
Malian cotton farmers, he has orga- 
nized with artists such as Colin Firth, 
Michael Stipe, Alanis Morrisette, 
Chris Martin, Minnie Driver, and 
Youssou N'Dour in joining with 
Oxfam's Make Trade Fair: The Big, 
Noise movement to protest US and 
developed-nation policies that 
dump commodities on poor coun- 
tries depending on fair competition 
to make a living from their basic 
commercial crops. 

“My country has grown some of 
the best ity cotton in the world,” 
says Koiteé. “But Malian farmers are 
finding that they cannot sell their 
crops because they are too expen- 
sive.

GOVERNMENT COMMISSIONS COMPILES 
Mogwai's BBC sessions onto one disc 
Recorded over the span of seven years 
(1996-2003), the album doesn’t really 
serve as a “best of” for those unfamiliar 
with the band; rather it’s a borderline 
arbitrary selection of career-spanning 
tracks. Each of the band’s major albums, 
as well as their EPs, are represented 
here fairly equally, and considering the 
band's growth and diversity throughout 
their career, there is a surprisingly uni- 
fied feel to the whole thing . 

Mogwai's sound was developed by 
initially building on (aka. stealing) Slint’s 
heavy songwriting (and borrowing a 
couple of riffs on the way), but they 
were quick to develop their own identi- 
ty and style. Mostly instrumental, the 
music can be overly reliant on the heavy 
dynamic shifts so overused within gui- 
tar-rock, and especially post-rock, idiotic 
as the term is. But more often the band 
creates tension and release via different 
methods, be it tonal or atmospheric 
Government Commissions shows many 
facets of the band, like the near 20- 
minute noise sprawl of “Like Herod,” 
bur it’s their gentler side that’s more 
fully represented here, from the lush 
“Stop Coming to My House” to the 
slow drone of “Superheroes of BMX.” 

The problems are minor: the 
sequencing is a bit off, giving the middle 
section a bit of a dragged-down feel; the 
inclusion of the go-nowhere “Kappa” is 
a bit confusing; and the non-vocal read-

AH SADDLE CREEK_ SO MUCH TO ANSWER 
for: When will you stop producing 
utterly impotent, shameless crap? Well, 
just maybe with Son, Ambulance'’s sec- 
ond release Key. Perhaps best known 
for his work with Bright Eyes, Daniel 
Knapp is the voice and driving force 
behind Son, Ambulance, and Key, his 
group's second full-length, is a quirky, 
slightly arty piece of indie-pop. On the 
downside, the band suffers from the 
same problems that mar Stellastarr* and 
The Killers: that is, rather than develop- 
ing a clear and distinct sound that fuses 
their influences, these bands tend to mix 
and match bits from familiar, albeit note- 
worthy predecessors. The result is that 
it’s all a bit clichéd and ends up a brico- 
lage rather than an assemblage of the 
best bands of the last 20 years. 





Take, for example, “Glitter Angel,” 
which sounds like a Kid A track hijacked 
by Pink Floyd keyboards. The most 
egregious offender for this bastardiza- 
tion of influences has got to be “Taxi 
Cab Driver,” which sounds like a Super 
Furry Animals rip-off punctuated by a 
rather ill advised saxophone bit. The last 
track “Pleasure, Now,” traces U2's sta- 
dium rock sound with the sort of 
panoramic euphoria one has come to 
expect (or dread) from The Polyphonic 
Spree. Despite the eclecticism/scat- 
teredness of the compositions, this is 
still the patented Saddle Creek sound, 
replete with all the overly melodramatic 
violins, the obligatory jangling guitars, 
and the indie wishy-washiness destined 
to win over hormonally confused 
teenagers (who will, no doubt, get the 
most out of this record).

WHAT’S SO-GOOD ABOUT 
THE GOOD OLD DAYS? 


There is a particular breed of old 
gent who just loves, given the opportu- 
nity, to bellow an old, old 
saw in your face: “I spilled 
more alcohol on my tie 
than you ever drank in 
your life.” Regardless of 
how often you've heard it, 
you dare not say as 
much—not out fear of 
incurring their wrath, but 
out of not wanting to spoil 
their satisfaction at having carved out a 
place far above you in their reverse 
underworld hierarchy. Tom Russell, 
on Hotwalker (Hightone), comes off like 
one of these guys. This is his requiem 
for America—the real America: i.e. his 
barstool-as-soapbox romanticized ver- 
sion of it, wherein he waxes poetic in a 
laughably hyper-macho growl. 

“Tijuana... TY... We hotwired my par- 
ent’s white Buick and drove south at 80 
miles an hour to buy rum by the gal- 
lon,” he reads in the proud, plumage- 
puffed prose. “Just like Bukow-ski and 
K-errrrouac, and all those people we'd 
be aware of later or were aware of 
then might do.” 

He should add: “and you weren't 
even a glimmer in your mamma's eye, 
punk.” 

So enamored is Russell of the now- 
faded era of gutter poets that three 
tracks bear Bukowski’s name, but none 
of them, in their didactic delivery and 
post daisy-pushing pedestal placement, 
offer even half-as-much of a truism as 
Modest Mouse's own “Bukowski” from 
last year's Good News for People Who 
Love Bad News: “| know he was a good 
read, but god who would wanna be 








such an asshole?” (‘Course that could 
just be my 21st Century girly-man 
tastes getting the better of me—Russell 
would probably ‘spect as much with dis- 
gust/validation.) 

Musically, Hotwalker’s ambitious epi- 
taph to the Americana of yore, every- 
thing from carny organ grinds to smoky 
blue mountain melodies—not to men- 
tion the spoken word contributions by 
Ramblin’ Jack Elliott and Terror of Tiny 
Town star Little Jack Horton—can be 
quite enticing—it's just the narrative 
that grates. It's kind of like how the 
Rollins Band would have 
been great if only Rollins had 
stayed out of it, y'know 
what | mean? 


ALL IN THE FAMILY 

Not to say that Russell 
isn’t right when he laments 
the deplorable state of mod- 
ern culture.

MAD COW DISEASE IS NOT ANIMAL 
exclusive. Obviously, humans can 
contract it, but metaphorically 
speaking, rappers can attest toa 
similar mental deterioration in 
regards to beef. The slang term 
“beef” refers to dispute between 
rappers, whether it pertains to disre- 
spect between boroughs (KRS-One 
vs. MC Shan) or over a tattoo 
(Canibus vs. LL Cool J, both of 
whom sport an inked microphone). 

In New York, the hip-hop indus- 
try’s largest melting pot, the hierar- 
chy isn’t too far from that of 
Elizabethan royalty. Biggie, Nas, 
and Jay-Z have all considered them- 
selves King of New York at different 
points, but currently, the crown- 
keeper is 50 Cent, self-proclaimed 
realest of the real, richest of the rich, 
holiest of the holy (or is it hole-y?). 
To get to the top of this ladder, New 
York's low-level jesters enter the 
freestyle circuit with playful puns 
about guns delivered in predictable 
monotones, with hopes of one day 
garnering kingly success. This is 
where the cows are tricked into the 
slaughterhouse. 


BIRTH OF THE BATTLE 

Back in the day, respect was a 
time-honored fact of life in the rap 
game, and it was obtained 
street battles and subsequent victo- 
ries over those who came before 
you.

Notwithstanding his initial 
refusal, Briski was determined to 
persuade Kauffman of the project's 
necessity. Ultimately, he did not take 
much convincing. 

“To make a long story short,” 
explains Kauffman, “she bought two 
video cameras before she went to 
Calcutta on one of her subsequent 
trips. 

“She shot four video tapes when 
she got to Calcutta [and] sent them 
back to me for my critique. I 
watched them, and within the first 
10 minutes of the first tape, I sort of 
knew that I would be making a film 
of these kids.” 

According to Kauffman, who 
went on to co-direct, co-produce, 
and co-edit Born into Brothels, the 
decision to relent and undertake the 
film was directly attributable to its 
marquee players. 

“The kids are so full of life and 
energy and joy; it was something 
that I didn’t really expect,” he says. 
“And they just really blew me 
away; they were tremendous in 
their spirit.” 

Over the next two and a half 
years, Kauffman and Briski recorded 
170 hours of tape. Their quest illus- 
trates the transformative and 
restorative power of art in even the 
most grim and penurious of envi- 
ronments, against even the lowest of 
odds and repressive of bureaucra-

The organi 
zation has already expanded its geo- 
graphic reach into Jerusalem, and 
has designs on both Haiti and Cairo, 
explains its executive director, Lina 
Srivastava 

In addition, she says, over $85,000 
(USD) has been raised from the sale 
of prints by the original eight 
Calcutta photographers. These 
monies go directly to an education 
and maintenance fund for the 
artists. 

And although it has certainly ben- 
efited from the success of Born in 
Brothels, according to Kauffman, 
Kids with Cameras has always had 
a life and purpose of its own, 

“Basically while we were shoot- 
ing the film, Zana had this idea to 
start a non-profit organization to 
help the kids out,” notes Kauffman 
“And also to send other photogra- 
phers around the world to start pro- 
grams like this in marginalized 
areas. So she started Kids with 
Cameras.” 

“It is really incredible what Zana 
has been able to accomplish with it 
this far,” he adds. “It’s really her sin- 
gular vision, and it’s beautiful 
what's been happening.”

Talk of the tragedy-abutting 
tourists is totally relevant to Shawn's 
literate Obie Award winner: the 
highly political work documents the 
travails of an unlucky tourist who, 
on a visit to a beautiful but torment- 
ed distant locale, falls ill with a fever 
that sends him on a discombobulat- 
ing inner journey through con- 
science and guilt. In a poignant and 
breathless monologue during this 
feverish interlude, the hapless travel- 
er ends up analyzing who ultimately 
foots the bill for western privilege, 
wealth, and freedom. 

The theme of the push-pull ten- 
sion between western comfort and 
global responsibility is a commonly 
recurring trope for Shawn, the inter- 
nationally acclaimed playwright and 
screenwriter known for such tour de 
force plays as Aunt Dan and Lemon 
and The Designated Mourner and for 
the screenplay of My Dinner with 
Andre.

Incredibles.

idea of personal responsibility for 
the global situation,” says Sproule. 
“The play makes very clear use of 
economic theory in his exploration 
of commodity fetishism.” Sproule 
drives the issue home in the café 
context by asking how many times 
we all absentmindedly question the 
quality of our $3.75 latte or the 
height of its foam yet never pause to 
give a thought about the third world 
labourers who pick the beans that 
are needed to make our tasty hot 
drink?

This historic event is being celebrated 
at the Citadel Theatre with the debut of 
a wonderfully designed and presented 
production of A Giraffe in Paris, an end- 
lessly watchable children’s play by Mark 
Haroun. 

The play relates the trek via the fez- 
wearing Amen-Ra (Farren Timoteo), a 
young prince who decides to personally 
give to the king of France a half-domesti- 
cated giraffe (played by a stilt-wearing 
Annie Dugan) that he found wandering 
in the desert. 

Thus begins a peril-filled trip to 
Versailles punctuated by encounters 
with crocodiles, wolves, and a greedy 
circus owner (Chris Bullough). 

Overall the play is honest and a visual 
delight, but it does have a fistful of rough 
spots that should be address. 

In particular, the work is tad talky for 
its target audience (five to |2-year-olds), 
especially up top, and falls flat in some of 


most Indian classical dances, it's based 
on storytelling, but has developed more 
of a dramatic form,” explains Kushwara. 
“Kathak has more footwork and more 
bells worn on the ankles; it’s more intri- 
cate, with pirouettes and fluid motions 
accompanied by the tabla.” 

“Bharatanatyam has a similar history,”

tines. Sex is everywhere. Sex sells. Young 
people are having earlier sex, more sex and a 
wider variety of sex than ever before. 

And if you believe the voices of main- 
stream media, the Church, and the Right 
Wing, this is a bad thing that is sending us all

If, however, you believe Edward Shorter, 
sexual hedonism is a natural development in 
our sexual history. 

Shorter’s upcoming book Wotten in the 
Flesh: A History of Desire is a fascinating take on 
sex and desire throughout history, and an 
excellent antidote to the rising panic sur- 
rounding sex in our increasingly sexualized 
cukure. 

Turns out its not all MTV's fault. 

Rather, desire, posits Shorter, is a drive 
much like eating and sleeping. Gay, straight, 
or otherwise, we are biologically hardwired 
to desire. It's just that, up until the last hun-

dred years or so, there's been so much stuff 
getting in desire’s way, it hasn't had a chance 
to really stretch its legs. 

And while most histories of sexuality 
would put the blame squarely on the shoul-_ 
ders of religion, Shorter points to several his- 
torical desire dampeners, like the fact that, up 
until a few hundred years ago, people stank. 
These days, we get cranky if our partner is a 
little ripe, but back then, people reeked, 
“Especially about the anus and perineum,” 
writes Shorter, which not only killed desire, 
but also limited people's sexual repertoire. 
“The missionary position for straights and 
anal penetration from behind for gays may 
have been popular because they minimized 
exposure to the stench of one’s partner.” 

It’s also hard to feel sexy when your body 
is a big human scratching post of lice and sca- 
bies, or to have hot sex when your family is 
sleeping in the same room, if not in the same 
bed. 

And while that whole virgin/whore busi- 
ness has made more than a few women think 
twice about acting on her desire, the fear of 
getting pregnant—when one in 10 women 
died in childbirth—was no doubt an even big- 
ger turn off. 

Fear of death in general—thanks to lower 
life expectancies, rampant disease and no 
medicine—also killed the mood. As Shorter 
writes: “People who live amid fear of death 
do not fling themselves about in gay aban- 
don.” 


HOORAY FOR HEDONISM 

Desire enjoyed a little more freedom 
among the ancient Greeks and Romans, 
writes Shorter, but upon closer examination, 
this desire was nowhere near the hedonistic 
free-for-all we enjoy today. 

Ata time when frescoes of threesomes 
and even foursomes could be found outside 
of a Pompeii bathhouse, oral sex was rarely 
mentioned. Gay sex was limited to “bugger- 
ing” and lesbians? Even back then, it seems, 
no one knew what they did in bed. 

By the time 15-year-old Fanny Hill has a 
lesbian encounter in John Cleland’s classic 
1749 novel, the focus is still entirely on the 
vagina, writes Shorter. 

The real move towards what Shorter 
refers to as “total body sex,” that is, sex that 
understands “the body as a whole instrument 
or a receptacle of desire” started in the late 
nineteenth century, during what he refers to 
as the “break-out period.” 

That’s when the semen-stained dress 
showed up. No, not that one. 

Seems Virginia Woolf was sitting around 
with her pals in 1904 when a Mr. Lytton 
Strachey walked in and pointed to a stain on 
Virginia's sister's white dress. 

“Semen?” he said. 

Everyone had a good laugh, but Virginia 
thought: “Can one really say it?” 

“With that one word, all barriers of reti- 
cence and reserve went down,” offers 
Shorter. 

Then came industrialization, increased 
migration to the cities—which symbolized

“Is there a price to pay for all this 
tic pleasure?" he asks. 

Like most private pleasures that 
require leaving the house—like watc 
which Shorter turns to for compariso:

ented. 

“But is television the whole story or ey 
the main story?” he writes. “Is it possib 
deeper forms of hedonism push us ¢ 
television at night rather than going 
meetings? To terminate marriages ra 
rather than endure the prospect o} 
heartburn?

After all, sex isn’t the only hedonistic 
behaviour on the rise. Lots of other fun s 
like smoking, drinking, and drug use are oy 
the upswing. 

And rather than “waggle fingers,’ 
decide that “People choosing these u 
even the choices themselves, are inherent 
wicked,” Shorter suggests a more simple 
explanation. 

Maybe it’s not just girls who want tc 
fun. Maybe people just want to have fun 
the fewer the obstacles, the freer we are tg 
follow our hard-wired desire. 

James Olds and Peter Milner of McGill 
were on to this back in 1954 when they 
hooked rats up to electrodes that stimulat 
the pleasure and pain centers in their lie 
rodent brains. The rats stimulated the plea 
sure areas non-stop and avoided stimulaog 
of the pain-producing areas. 

In other words, perhaps we're hard- 
to go to hell in a hand basket.
